DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on 12-05-2005 is not folly responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

1) the reply failed to address the claim objections; 

2) the reply failed to provide distinct reasons for the allowance of claim 1 over the applied 
references (note: objected claim 4 was entirely not incorporated into claim 1, and therefore the 
inclusion of a portion of claim 4 into claim 1 does not provide a distinct reason for the allowance 
of claim 1); and 

3) new independent claims 33 and 42 were not addressed with respect to the applied 
references (note: the applicant indicates claims 33-40 are based on objected claim 17, however 
objected claim 17 subject matter is not present in new claims 33 or 42).
